Spain to effect « peace, upon the basis of the 
decident party aeknowledging the Spanish 
Constitution. It ís said that those commis- 
sioners were much surprised at the terms of the 
armistice, and by no means epprovedof it. It 
is further added, that in Spain ten thousand 
men «re ready for embarketion in the event of 
the commissioners failing in their object to pro- 
eure peuce.”

appears, that a commanicatioo, in couformity 
wish his instructions, bad been made to the 
government of Spain, end the Cortes had the 
subject ander consideration. The result of 
the deliberations of that body, which is daily 
expected, will be made knowo to the Congress 
us soon es it is received. The friendly senti- 
ment which was ezpressed on the part of the 
United States, in the message of the 9th of 
May last, is still entertained for Spain. A- 
mong the causes of regret, however, which sre 
inseparable from the delay attending this trans. 
action, it is proper to state, that aatisfactory 
informatien has been received that measures 
have been recently adopted by designing per- 
sons, to convert certain parts of the province 
of East Florida into depots for the reception 
of foreign gonds, from whence to smuggie them 
into the United States. By opaning «& port 
within the limits of Flarida, in medietely on 
our boundary, where there was no settlement, 
the object couid not be misunderstood. An 
early sceommodatien of differences, will, it ie 
hoped, prevent all such fraudalent and perni- 
€ious practices, and place the relations of tha 
two countries on « vory amicable aad perma- 
nent basis. 

The commercial relations between the Uoit- 
ed States and the British colonies in the West 
Indie:, nd on this continent, have undergone 
ne change ; the British government still pre- 
ferring to leave that commerce under the re- 
strietion heretofore imposed on it, on esch side. 
Jt is satisfactory to recollect, that the restrainus 
rerorted ta by the United States were defensive 
enly, intended to prevent a monopo'y ander 
Eritish regatations, in favor of Great Britain ; 
as it likewise is, to kuow that the experiment 
is advancing ia & spirit of amity between the 

srties, 

The question depending between the Uaited 
States und Great Britain, cespecting the con- 
struction of the first article of the treaty of 
Ghent, has been referred, by both govern- 
ments, to (he decision of the emperor of Russia, 
who has accepted the umpirage. 

An attempt has been made with the govern- 
meot of France, to regulate, by treaty, the com- 
merce between the two conatries, on the prin- 
eiple of reciprocity and eqaslity. By the last 
eommanication from the minister plenipoten- 
tiary of the Uaited States at Paris,to whom 
fall power had been given, we learn that the 
negocistion had been commesced there, bot, 
serious difficalties having occurred, the French 
government hed resolved to transfer it to the 
United States, for which purpose the minister 
plenipotentiery of France had been ordered to 
repairtu thisc:ty,and whose arrival might soon 
be expected. It is hoped that this important 
interest may be srranged on just conditions, 
and in « manner equally sutisfactory to both 
parties. Iris sabmicted to Congress to decide, 
until such arrangement is masde, how far it 
mey be proper, on the princip'eof the act of the 
last session, which sugmented the tonage duty 
on French vessels, to adopt other measures for 
carryìng more completely iutoelfect the policy 
of that act. 

The act referred to, which imposed new ton- 
nege on French vessels, having been inforced 
from and after the first dey of July, it has hap- 

ned that severa! vessels of that nation which 
Kad been despatchad from France before its 
existence was knoern, have entered the ports of 
the United States, and been subject to its ope- 
Pation, without the previous notice which the 
general spirit of our laws gives to individuals 
in similar cases. The object of that law ha- 
ving been merely to countervail the inequali- 
ties which existed to the disadvantage of the 
United States, in their commercial intercourse 
witb France, it is submitted also to the consi- 
deratien of Congress, whether, ia the spirit of 
amity and conciliation which it ia no less the 
inclination than the policy of the Uaitad States 
to preserve in their intercourse with other 
powers, it may not be proper to eztend relief 
to the individuals interested în those cases, by 
ezempting from the operation of the law «il 
those vessels which have entered our ports 
witbout having bad the means of previously 
knawing the existence of the additions! duty. 

The contest between Spain and the celonies, 
according to the most eathentie information, is 
Maiatained by the latter with improved suc- 
cess. Tha onfortanate divisions which were 
known to ezist some time since at Baenos Ay- 
ges, it is understood, still prevail. In no psrt 
of South America has Spain made any impres- 
sion on the colonies, while in many parts, end 
particular!y in Venezuela and New Grenada, 
the colonies have gained strength end ucquired 
reputation, both for the Management of the 
war, in which they have been successful, and 
for the order of the internal sdministretion.— 
The late change in the government of Spain, 
by the re-establishment of the constitution of 
1812, is an event which promises to be favor- 
able to the revolution. Under the authority 
ef the Cortes, the Congress of Angostura was 
invited to open a negocistion for the settle- 
ment of diffarenees between the parties, to 
it was replied, that they wauld willingly open 
the negociation, provided the acknowledg ment 
of their independence was made iis basis, bat 
not otherwise. Of further proceedings be- 
tween them we are anieforimed, No facts are 
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known to this government, to warrant the be- 
lief, that any of the powers of Europe will take 
part in the contest ; whenge it may be inferred, 
considering all circamstances, which must have 
weight in producing the result, that an adjast- 
ment will finally take place, on the basis pro- 
posed by the colonies. ‘To promotethat result 
by friendiy counsels, with other powers, in- 
eluding Spain herself, has been the unifurm 
policy of this government, 

In looking to the internal concerns of our 
country, you will, [am persuaded, derive much 
satisfaction from a view of the several objects 
to which in the discharge of your official duties, 
your attention will be drawn. — Among these, 
none holds « more important place than the 
public revenue, from the direct operation of 
the power, by which it is raised, on the people, 
and by its influence in giving effect to every 
other power af tbe government. The revenaa 
depends on tha resources of the country, and 
the facility by which the amoant required is 
raised, is a strong proof of the extent of the re- 
sources, and of the efficiency of the gevern- 
ment. A few prominent fecus will place this 
great interest in a just light before you. Oa 
the 30th of September, 1815, the funded and 
fiosting debt of the United Suates was estimst- 
ed st ane hundred and nineteen miliions, six 
hundred and thirty-five thousand, five hundred 
amd fifty eight dollars. If to this sum be ad- 
ded the amount of five per cent. stock sub- 
seribed to the bank of the Ugited States, the 
amount of Mississippi stoek, and of the stock 
which was irsucd subseqaentiy to that date, the 
balances ascertained to be due to certain 
states, for miiitury services, end to individuals, 
for sappiies Furnished, and services rendered, 
daring the late war, the public debt may be 
estimated as amounting, st thet date, and as 
afterwards liquidated, to one hundred and fifty 
eigbt millions, seven hundred and thirteen 
thousand fortyenine dollars. On the 30th of 
S-ptember, 1820, it amounted to ninety one 
millions, nine handred and ninety three thou- 
sand, eight hundred and eighty-three dollars, 
baviag been reduced in that interval, by pay- 
ments, sixty-six millions, eight hundred and 
seventy-nioe thousand, one hundred and sixty- 
five dollars, During this term, the expenses 
of the government of the United States were 
likewise defrayed, in every branch of the civil, 
miì!itary, and naval establishments; the public 


edifices in this city have been rebuilt, with . 


considerable additions ; eztensiva fortifications 

have been commenced, and are in & train of 
ezecution ; permanent arsenals and magazines 
have been erected in varioos parts of the onion ; 
our navy has been considerab!y eugmented, 
and the ordaance, munitions of war,and stores, 
ef the army aod navy, which were mach ez- 
bausted during the war, have been replenisbed, 

By the discharge of so large a proportion of 
the publie debt, and the ezecution of such ex- 
tensive and importunt operations, in so shart 
a time, a just estimate may be formed of the 
great eztent of our national resources, The 
demonstration is the more complete and grati- 
fying, when it is recoliected that the direct tax 
and ezcise were cepealed soon after the termi- 
nation of the late war, and that the revenue 
applied to theve purposes bes been derived al« 
most wholly from other sources. 

The receipts iato the Preasury from every 
source, to the 30th of Sept, last, have amount- 
ed to sizteen millions seren huodred and nine- 
ty-four thous:nd one hundred and seven dol- 
lars and sizty-siz cents; whilst the pablic ex- 
penditures, to the same period, mounted to 
Sizieen millions eight handred and seventy-one 
thousand five haudred and thirty-four dollars 
and seventy-two cents; leaving ìn the Treasa- 
Fy, on that day, u sum estimated at one mil- 
lian nine hundred and fifty thoasand dollars. 
Por the prabable receipts of the following year, 
[ refer you to the statemeut which will be 
transmitted from the Treasury. 

„ The sum of three millions of dollars, sutho- 
vised to be raised by loan, by an act of the last 
session of Congress, has been obtained upon 
terms advantageoas to the government, indi- 
Cating not only ag increased confidence in the 
faich of the nation, but the existance of « large 
amount of capital eeeking that mode of invest- 
ment, ata rate of interest Rot exceeding five 
per centum per anoum. 

It is proper to add, that there is now due to 
the Treasury, for the sale of public lands, 
twenty two millions oine hundred and ninety- 
Six thousand five hundred and forty-five dol- 
lars. ‚In bringing this subject to view, [ con- 
sider it my duty to sobmit to Congress, whe- 
ther il muy not be advisable to extend to thc 
purchasers of these lands, in consideration of 
the uafsvorable change which has occurred 
vince (he sales, a reasvnableindulgenee. It 
is knowao that the purchases were made wEen 
the price of every article had risen to its great. 
est height, end that the instalmente are becom- 
ing due at period of great depression, It is 
presumed that some plan may be divised, by 
the wisdom of Congress, compatible with the 
public interest, which wonld afford great re- 
lief to these puichasers. 

Considerable progress has been made, daring 
the present seuson, in exa mining the coast and 
its various be ys, and other in!ets ; in the collec- 
tica of materials, aad in the construction of 





fortifieations for the defenee of the uniop, at 
several of the positions at which it hee been de- 
cided to erect such warks. At Mobile Point 
end Dauphin island and at the Rigolets, lead- 
ing to lake Porichartrain, materials to a con- 
siderable amount, have been collected, and all 
the necessary preparations made fur the com- 
mescement of the warks—At Old Poiot Com- 
fort, at the maath of James River, and et the 
Kip-rap, on the oppesite shore, io the Chesn- 
peake bay, matersals to a vast amount, bare 
been collected ;and at the Old Point some pro- 
gress has been made in the construction of tha 
fotification, which is on « very extensive scale. 
‘The work at Fort Washington, on this river, 
will be completed eariy ìn the next spring ‚and 
that on the Pea Patch, in the Delaware, în the 
course of che nezt season, Fort Diamond, et the 
Narrows, in the barbour of New York, will be 
finished this year, ‘The worksat Boston, New 
York, Baltimore, Norfolk, Charleston, and Ni- 
agara, have been in part repaired; and the 
coast of Narth Carolina, eztending south to 
Cape Fear, has been ezamined, as have like- 
wise other parts of the coast eastward of Bos- 
ton. Great exertions have been made to push 
forward thess works with the utmost dispatch 
possible ; but, when their extent is considered, 
vrith the important purposes for which they ara 
intended, the defenoe of the whole cosst, and, 
in consequence, of the whole ipterior, and 1hat 
they are to last for ages, it will be manifest 
that s well digested plan, founded on military 
principles, connecting the whole together, com- 
bining security with economy, could not be pre- 
pared without repested examinatione of the 
most erposed and difhalt parts, and that ië 
would aiso take cunsiderable time to collect the 
materials at the several points where thry 
would be required. From all thelight that has 
been shed on this subject, I am satisfied that 
every favorable anticipation which has been 
formed of this great undertaking will be veri- 
tied, and chat, when completed, it will «ford 
very great, if not complete, protection to our 
Atlantic froutier, in the event of another war ; 
a protection sufficient to counterbalance, in « 
single campaiga, with «n eoemy powerful at 
sen, the ezpense of all hese works, without 
taking into the estimate the saving of the lives 
of so many of our citizens, the protection of 
our towos and other proverty, or the tendency 
of such works to prevent war, 

Our military positions have been maintained 
at Belle Point, on the Arkansas, «t Council 
Bluff, on the Missouri, at St. Peter's on the 
Mississippi, and at Green bay, on the Upper 
Lakes. Commodious barrscks have alreudy 
been erected at mast of these pasts, with erch 
works as were necessary for their defence. — 
Progress has also been made in opening com- 
munieations between them, and in raising vup- 
plies at each for the support of the troops, by 
their own Iehor— particularly those more 10- 
mote, 

With the indians peace has been preserved, 
and « progress made in carrying into effect ‘ho 
act of Congress, making an sppropriatiun for 
their civilization, with the prospect of favorable 
results. As congected equally witb boih thesa 
objects, our trade with those tribes is thougbt 
to merit tbe attention of Congress. In their 
original state, game is their sustenance, and 
war their occapation ; and, if they find no em- 
ployment from civilized powers, they destroy 
each other. Left to thamselses, their estirpa- 
tion is inevitable. By a judictous regulation of 
our trade witb them, we supply tbeir wants, 
administer to their comforts, and gradually, as 
the game Celires, draw them to us. By main- 
tuining posts far in the interior, we acquire « 
more thorough aad direct control over tbem ; 
without which it is confidently believed that a 
complete Change in their manners can never be 
accomplished. By such posts, aided by a pro- 
per cegulatien of oor trade with them, and « 
judicious civil administration over them, to be 
provided for by law, we shall, it is presumed, 
be enabled not only to protect aur own settle- 
ments from} theic savage incuesions, and pre- 
serve pesce among the several tribes, but ac- 
complisb also the great purpose of their eiyili- 
zution. 

Considereble progress has also been made in 
the eonstruction of ships of war, some of which 
bave been launched in the course of the present 
year. 

Our pesce with the powers on the gonst of 
Barbary has been preserved, bat we owe it al- 
together to the presence of oar squadron in the 
Mediterranean It has been found equally ne- 
cessary to employ some of our vessels, for the 
protection of our commerce in the Indian Sea, 
the Pacific, and along the Atlantic coast. ‘he 
interests which we have been depending in 
those quarters, which have been much imprav- 
ed of late, are of great eztent, and of bigh ien- 
portance to the nation, as well as to the var- 
ties congerned, end would undoubtediy suffer, 
if such protection was not extended to them, 
la esecution of the law of the last session, for 
the suppression of the Slave Trade, some of 
our pobiie ships have also been employed on 
the coastof Africe, where several capiures have 
already been made, of vessels engaged in that 


disgraceful traffic.
